To  moot  'v;ith  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  &  Fisheries 
the  baiting  of  sewer  access  chambers  is  carried  out  br/ice  yearly.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  only  14  bait  teJees  have  been  recorded  -  5  at  WiclcTor 
and  9  at  Pilton.
